Arenac County 
snubs S.T.I.N.G. and 
Crawford County

Arenac County who has 
threatened to sue the Strike Team 
Investigative Narcotics Group 
(S.T.LN.G.) and all governmen- 
tal units associated with it did 
not have a representative at the 
most recent S.T.I.N.G. board 
meeting held July 14. 

Arenac County maintains that 
S.T.IL.N.G. owes them money 
and says that if they rejoin 
S.T.LN.G, they ‘should be given 
credit for all of the funds they 
have already expended. A State 
audit did not back up the claims 
of Atuuc County. 

Jeff Keister, Unit Commander 
of the local S.T.LN.G. unit said 
Arenac County is welcome to 
rejoin but no money will be paid 
to them. He added that if Arenac

sentative on the board. 


At the June 16 meeting of the 


Crawford County Board of 


Commissioners (CCBC), the 
commissioners yolted to send a 


. letter to notify Arenac County 


that Crawford County did not 
agree with their proposal as pre- 
sented, One part of the proposal 
is that Arenac County gets a two- 
year free pass on contributions 
so they can get back the money 
they claim they are owed. 
Another part of the proposal 
warns Crawford County among 
other governmental — units 
involved in S.T.LN.G, that they 
might be included in a lawsuit 
Arenac County may bring 
against S.T.L.N.G, 

The CCBC also asked the 
Arenac County Board to send a 
representative to the July 2! 
CCBC meeting to discuss the sit- 
uation since they would like to 
hear both sides of the story from 
the people involved. No 
response was received and no 
reptesentative appeared at the 
July 21 meeting.

Ballots to be 
cast on August 3 
for candidates, 
proposals 


On Tuesday, August 3, voters 
will have the opportunity to cast 
ballots on county candidates, 
two county-wide proposals, 
township candidates, township 
proposals, and state congress- 
man and state representative can- 
didates. 

The August 3 primary is a par- 
tisan election, so citizens must 
vote only for Democrats or only 


¥ Republicans on their ballots. 


oting for both Democrats and 
Republicans ~ generally referred 
to as “splitting a ticket” - will 


invalidate the partisan portion of 


a voter’s ballot. 

Candidates and proposals for 
Crawford County and the coun- 
ty’s six townships include: 

Crawford County ~ There are 
two ballot proposals — one for a 
library millage and one for a ser- 
vice charge to help fund E9I{ 
emergency service, 

The library proposal would 
result in the county levying an 
additional 0.45 mill (‘which ts 
equal to $0.45 per $1,000 of tax- 
able value” “upon real and tangi- 
ble personal. property”) “for the 
purpose of operating county 
library facilities located in the 
City of Grayling and the town- 
ships of Beaver Creek, Frederic, 
and Lovells.” The millage, which 
would be in place for eight years 
(2004 through 2011), will bring 
in about $220,000 in its first 
year, according to the proposal’s 
ballot language. 

The E911 ballot proposal: 
“For the purpose of equipping, 
operating, and maintaining E91 | 


emergency service and central 
dispatch costs, shall there be a 
monthly assessment by the 
County of Crawford of no more 
than an additional sixteen (16%) 
percent of the highest monthly 
flat rate charged by a telephone 
service supplier for the single 
party access line (not to exceed 
$3.20) upon telephone service 
users within the Crawford 
County 911 service district for a 
period not to exceed four (4) 
years, starting October 1, 2004 
and ending September 30, 
2008?” 

Four county officers, all 
incumbents, are running unop- 
posed within their party: sheriff'— 
Kirk A. Wakefield (R); prosecut- 
ing attorney — John B. Huss (R); 
county clerk/register of deeds — 
Sandra Moore (R); treasurer - 
Joseph V. Wakeley (R). 

Of the seven commissioner 
races, four of them have candi- 
dates ~ al] incumbents — running 
unopposed: District 2 — Scott 
Hanson (R); District 3 - Shelley 
L, Pinkelman (R); District 5 - 
David J. Stephenson (R); District 
6 — Rick Anderson (D), In 
District 7, Terry Beardslee (R, 
incumbent) and Roy Spangler 
(D) both advance to the 
November general election, 


‘In District 4, Republicans Pete Fee sven 


Kocefas and Mike Lange will 
face off in the August 3 primary. 

In District | there will be three 
Republicans on the primary elec- 
tion ballot - Deborah Hadley, 
Jerry W. Hayes, and Kathy 
Rogers — but Hadley recently 
dropped out of the race.

Crawford County residents 
and others in northern Michigan 
now have better access to heli- 
copter based medical support, 
thanks to 2 new trial program set 
up with Merey Hospital and 
North Flight, 

North Flight is the organiza- 
tion that provides helicopter sup- 
port to the area. As of July 19, 
there is now a North Flight heli- 
copter stationed al. Mercy 
Hospital two days a week from 
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Get One For $1.00 
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“T loved my father very much; 
everything [ do is in his honor,” 
commented Devereaux. 

The Crawford County Library 
received over $3500 in matching 
funds bringing the total to $7300 
towards children’s literacy and 
reading development. 

“Tt was amazing to see young 
and old, businesses, clubs and 
organizations as well as individu- 
als rise to the occasion,” said 
Mansfield-Sanderson. 

The Library is currently facing 
budgetary issues and this dona- 
tion will ensure that the chil- 
dren’s collection will remain 
well supplied. 

The citizens of the county are 
being asked to vote on August 3 
in regards to the .45 operational 
millage to support all of the 
libraries within the county. 

“Libraries are one of the only 
assets of this area that you do not 
have to pay for. We have 
increased circulation and com- 
puter usage, and have created an 
environment where families can 
feel comfortable and family liter- 
acy is one of our focuses,” stated 
Manstield-Sanderson, 


9:00 a.m, to 5:00 p.m. This is 
part of a trial program that 
should provide faster inter-hosp1- 
tal emergency transfers to people 
throughout northem Michigan. 
“It’s better care for our 
patients,” said Pattie Walker, 
Director of Emergency Service at 
Mercy Hospital. The new pro- 
gram, which is in partnership 
with Munson Medical Center in 
Traverse City, is the result of

_gency medical SUPRONL.. in the 


area. 

These changes er to do with 
expanding Advanced Life 
Support (ALS) programs in 
northern Michigan. ALS 
involves responding to the needs 
of critically ill or injured 
patients. Helicopters are often 
used for ALS procedures because 
of their speed and mobility. 
Eighteen years ago, northern 
Michigan had very few ALS pro- 
grams, one of which was the 
North Flight service based out of 
Traverse City. Other areas only 
had Basic Life Support (BLS) 
programs in place. These are

It is through the dedication of 
the community that the library 


volunteer based programs that do 
not utilize the same technical 
equipment and specialized train- 
ing that ALS offers. If ALS was 
required, dispatch had to be con- 
tacted, often resulting in the 
deployment of a North Flight 
helicopter, 

Over the years, however, more 
Northern Michigan communities 
have implemented their own 
ALS programs. This develop- 
ment has reduced the ‘need ‘for 
North Flight helicopters to be 
constantly called'upon in ALS 
situations, Now, they are often 
used. for emergency inter-hospi- 
tal transfers for patients who 
need special care that may not be 
available at the hospital they are 
currently at. 

Until this new trial program 
was pul in place, however, inter- 
hospital transfers to and from 
Grayling were slowed by the fact 
that a helicopter had to be sent all 
the way from Traverse City, tak- 
ing about 30 minutes to reach 
Mercy Hospital. Of course, there 
is a similar delay in sending .a 
helicopter to other hospitals cast 


remains such a great place. 


North Flight moves to Mercy Hospital, 
providing better emergency service 


of Traverse City. In an emer- 
gency situation, this delay can 
present a sertous problem. 

The new trial program resolves 
this issue because Crawford 
County is more centrally located 
within the state, reducing flight 
times to most northern Michigan 
hospitals. By deploying a heli- 
copter from Grayling, the pro- 
gram is benefitting the entire 
region, 
~The medical staff attached’ to 
the helicopter will assist regular 
Mercy ‘Hospital hospital staff 
when the helicopter is stationed 
in Grayling but not in use. The 
lead pilot, who is associated with 
the National Guard, will remain 
on standby with the helicopter at 
the military airfield. 

There is no set time frame for 
this trial program. The program 
will likely continue for as long as 
its benefits are needed. Also, the 
North Flight helicopter will still 
be used for ALS scene requests 
in and around Crawford County, 
but itis not intended to be treated 
as a replacement of regular area 
emergency services.

Sooner or later, it’s Clinton vs. Edwards 


SEN. JOHN KERRY and his vice 
presidential running mate, Sen. John 
Edwards, this week probably are just 
about as happy as they’re going to be, at 
least until the votes are finally counted 
in November. 

They are basking in the love and 
warmth of most of the 4,315 delegates 
and hundreds more politicians and polit- 
ical hangers-on at their Democratic 
party’s national nominating convention 
in Boston. 

Everybody loves a winner in politics, 
and few in that throng of party loyalists 
‘would dare mar the Boston love fest 
with an unkind word or negative thought 
about their standard bearers. 

But still, only one side wins, and the 
other loses. That’s reality. And what hap- 
pens among Democrats if they lose? 

Putting Sen. John Edwards on the 
Democratic ticket seemed to set into 
motion an eventual showdown for party 


leadership and the next nomination, 
whenever that is, between Mr. Edwards 
and Sen. Hillary Clinton of New York. 
Barring the unforeseen, it’s inevitable. 

* * * 

MORE DELEGATES to this year’s 
Democratic convention favor Ms. 
Clinton over Mr. Edwards for the 2008 
nomination .... if the Kerry-Edwards 
ticket fails this year. 

That’s according to a pre-convention 
survey of about 3,000 delegates taken by 
Associated Press. 

Most delegates interviewed by AP 
understandably were reluctant to state a 
preference for next time around .... if Mr. 
Kerry loses. Most delegates believe he 
will win. 

Of those who responded, 26 percent 
picked Ms. Clinton and 17 percent chose 
Mr. Edwards. 

If the Kerry-Edwards ticket loses this 
year, Mr. Edwards will have achieved 


Last year, the world was 


plenty of positive exposure and lined up 
party supporters across the country, and 
could build on that base for 2008. 

Ms. Clinton, by the same token, could 
fine tune the focus of her existing lime- 
light as the senator from New York and 
the champion of a variety of causes — 
plus kindle the real possibility of being 
the first woman to head a major tcket. 

* * * 

THE AFTERMATH of a Kerry loss 
this year likely would spark a second 
straight Democratic free-for-all for the 
presidential nomination in 2008, 
enlivened even more by lack of an 
incumbent president; Mr. Kerry could 
demand for a second chance. 

But sooner or later, it appears the real- 
ly epic Clinton-Edwards struggle among 
Democrats is sure to develop. 

Should Democrats win this year, and 
assuming a second term in 2008, then a 
Vice President Edwards would be in an

enviable position for his party’s presi- 
dential nomination in 2012. 

If one buys into the scenario that 
Hillary Clinton’s eventual aim is the 
White House where she once lived, then 
2012 could be her final chance to fulfill 
that dream. 

Any way you consider the Democratic 
political outlook for the short term 
future, eventually a showdown likely 
will feature John Edwards versus Hillary 
Clinton, which would be a most interest- 
ing spectacle. Stay tuned.

country. Here at home, the 
1995 Chicago heat wave led to 
more than 700 deaths in that 
steamy city. 

Heat-related lines. wan, De a. a, 
very serious problem cspecialss 
ly among older men “and 
women. Health concerns — or 
just the normal physiological 
changes of aging — may make it 
difficult for older people to 
handle high temperatures. 

Mark Supiano, M.D., direc- 
tor of the Geriatric Research 
and Education Clinical Center, 
chief of Geriatric Medicine at 
the VA Ann Arbor Healthcare 
System, and a professor of 
internal medicine/geriatrics at 
the University of Michigan 
Health System, warms that 
summer heat can be dangerous 
and offers some tips to keep 
older people safe this summer. 

“Heat-related illnesses and 
their problems begin to develop 
when the temperature exceeds 
90 degrees Farenheit for more’ 
than two or three days,” 
Supiano says. “When this is 
coupled with very high humid- 
ity, the risks to older people are 
even worse.” 

Older people who are at risk 
for heat-related illness include 
those who: 

¢ Have impaired mobility, 
especially those confined to 
bed or those lacking transporta- 
tion to leave their home for a 
cooler destination; 

* Take medications that can 
impair temperature regulation,

gic effects (e.g., Donnatal and 
Benadryl!) Thorazine, and 
Parkinson’s disease medica- 
tions; : 

* Take diuretics or other 
medications that lead to fluid 
loss, which can compound the 
problems of dehydration; 

* Have a chronic disease, 
Midai Se congettivé heart failure. 
or djabetes; 

* Live alone, have poor social 
support or a poor social net- 
work, 

* Lack access to air condi- 
tioning. 

“Even healthy older people 
are at risk of developing heat- 
related problems, just because 
of the aging changes in their 
physiology,” Supiano cautions. 

There are a number of physi- 
ologic reasons why older peo- 
ple are at particular risk of 
complications from high heat 
and humidity. First, older peo- 
ple’s ability to sense heat is 
impaired. And second, 
although younger people are 


able to discharge excess body . 


heat, this ability ts impaired in 
older people, 

Supiano says that poor circu- 
lation is one barrier to ade- 
quately discharging excess 
body heat, Sweating is the 
other major method we usc to 
discharge heat and this ability, 
too, can be impaired in older 
people. 

“When outside temperatures 
are such that we cannot lose 
heat as efficiently as we other- 
wise would we’re at risk of 
increasing the internal body 
temperature. As heat builds up 
in the body, the early warning 
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unrecognized and untreated, 
this can lead progressively to 
heat stroke, hyperthermia, 
coma and death,” Supiano says. 
Signs and Symptoms 

* Heat exhaustion: extreme 
fatigue, muscle aches, nausea, 
fever, clammy skin, rapid 
pulse, vomiting. 

¢ Heat 
agitation, hyperventilation, rac- 
ing pulse, lethargy, convul- 
sions, high body temperature, 
eventual loss of consciousness. 

Prevention 

There are a number of factors 
that are critical to preventing 
heat-related problems in older 
people. The first is education, 
including being aware of the 
potential problems that can 
contribute to heat-related ill- 
ness. Once awareness is there: 

* Make every effort to stay 
cool. 

¢ Do what you can to get out 
of a hot environment. 

* Stay in the shade. 

¢ Limit outdoor activities. 

* Use fans or seek areas that 
are air-conditioned, even if 
only for a few hours at a time. 

* If possible, take a cool bath. 

* Wear loose fitting clothing 
in lighter colors, 

¢ Drink plenty of fluids and 
consume adequate nutrition. 

¢ Avoid alcohol. 


stroke: confusion, 


intake, such as though eating 
salty foods or drinking sports 
drinks like Gatorade. 

Supiano points out that many 
older people are alone and vul- 
nerable, requiring a community 
response to these preventable 
heat-related illnesses, 

“Make certain your older 
neighbors are being cared for, 
including access to adequate * 
fluids and food. If they don’t 
have air conditioning, offer to 
take them to a place that has a 
cool environment, such as a 
shopping mall or senior cen- 
ter.”

“Tall Trees, Tall People is sub- 
titled, ‘A Family’s Struggle to 
Stand While Virgin Timber Falls’ 
and is a very good read for any- 
one interested in learning about 
the lives of the men who worked 
in the logging camps,” says Rob 
Burg, the site historian of the 
Logging Museum at Hartwick 
Pines State Park. “I would rec- 
ommend this book to anyone 
wanting to find out more of the 
social history of the regular lum- 
berjack and not just the informa- 
tion about how much of 
Michigan’s forests were cut.” 

The book continues after the 
end of the lumber era and tells 
how tough it was for farmers to 
make a living in the area, Grover 
Southwell had to continue to log 
in the winter and working on the 
county roads, as well as work his 
farm, to pay the bills and put 
food on his family’s table. ‘This 
is a part of Michigan’s history 
that few know about: What hap- 
pened after the logging ended,” 
states Burg. 

Rex Southwell was bom and 
raised in Kalkaska County, liv- 
ing in Coldsprings Township. He 
attended school at the. Davis 
School, a one room schoolhouse 
and Mancelona High | ‘School | 
before serving in World War I.

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“Atheism is unknown: there; infi- 
delity rare and secret; so that per- 
sons may live to a great age in that 
country, without having their piety 
shocked by meeting with either an 
Atheist or an Infidel’”’ Benjamin 
Franklin penned these words in his 
1782 pamphlet, “Information to 
Those Who would Remove to 
America.”

As Cicero told) the Roman 
Empire over 2000 years ago: “And 
there will not be different laws at 
Rome and at Athens, or different 
laws now and in the future, but one 
eternal and unchangeable law will 
be valid for all nations and for all 
times, and there will be one master 
and one rule, that is, God, over us 
all, for He is the author of this law, 
its promulgator, and its enforcing 
judge.” 

While Rome defended many 
gods, they publicly persecuted and 
killed Christians leading to the fall 
of the Roman Empire. Citizens of 
all countries lived in tyranny for 
centuries under the “divine right ot 
kings,” Finally in’ 1644 Rev, 
Samuel Rutherford of Scotland 
wrote Lex Rex or “The Law and 
the Prince” promoting the divine 
rights of God's law for all ciizens 
and thereby challenging the divine 
right of kings. ‘This Bible truth 
declared for the first’ time that 
God's law is supreme over all peo- 
ple including all kings and aobles: 
popes and bishops. Enghund had 


challenged the Pope by estublish-

the king and bishops continued to 
control the rights of the people.

Our four branch libraries in Grayling, Frederic, Lovells and Beaver Creek had a 
combined visitor count of over 40,000 patrons last year, up from 15,000 just four 
years ago. More people visiting means more maintenance and supplies, including 


More than 2,000 children participated in children's programs at the library in 2003 
and opportunities for more programs and events are on the increase due to the 


Thousands of computer usage hours have been logged by patrons, many of whom 
would not have Internet access otherwise. 

From children to senior citizens, the computers at our libraries have opened the 
world of technology to hundreds. Many seniors use the computers to e-mail with 
loved ones far away and many students, including adults, use the computers to 
research, write term papers and theses. 

Many people turn to the computers at the libraries when their home computers are 
not operating and they need to finish important work. 

Our libraries network with others to bring just about any book published into your 
hands upon your request and the library staff works hard to keep the book inventory 
up to date and purchases the latest selections for the local libraries as the budget 


The Crawford County Library system is the only one of its size in Michigan - with 

four branches in operation - to depend solely on state funding and penal fines for its 
funding, instead of consistent funding through a special tax or millage. Penal fine 
revenues fluctuate from year to year and state funding has not increased in years 
and is expected to be reduced in the future. Interest income earned by the library 
went from $8,600 in 2002 down to just $881 for the first six months of the fiscal year 
2004 because of the drastic reduction in interest rates. 

Operating expenses at our libraries have increased for electricity, gas, water and 
insurance, just as it has for all of us. 

For the 2003-04 operating year, the library will use $83,660 to balance the budget, 
leaving a balance of $112,928 for future use - enough to fund the library budget from 
its surplus construction fund for about one more year. But these funds can only be 
used to purchase books and equipment, etc,. and cannot be used for wages and 
fringe benefits for employees. 
Once the construction fund reserves are depleted, most likely in 2004-05, the library 
would begin to use its rernaining general fund balance to maintain the current level 
of services. Barring any unforeseen large expenditure, such as a roof repair or other 
costly maintenance, there will be no reserves left in three years. 


Eight local citizens are employed by the libraries. Lay-offs may occur, library hours may 
be cut and services may become limited in a few years if the .45 mil, 8-year operating 
fund proposal is not approved by Crawford County voters on August 3. Cost of the mill-

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Fly fishing camp helps to preserve AuSable

Young fishermen developed a 
better understanding of their 
sport and the AuSable River on 
July 19-21 at the George Griffith 
Memorial Kids Camp for fly 
fishing.
